stamps designs on dinner 
ware more than IO tim es as fast 
as a hand stamper can do the job. 
The machine is capable of han­ 
dling 175 dozen pieces an 
hour, 
President W H. Heibenstreit of the 
Royal China Co. said. 
The com­ 
pany has constructed six of the de­ 
vices to give it a total decorating 
capacity of 100,000 pieces of ware 
daily. 
While 
mechanical 
stam ping 
is 
not a new idea, the company said 
its device was the first practical 
one to attain success. 
It succeeds, 
in part, through rejection of un­ 
even ware and by a process that 
prevents .swearing, a 
barrier too 
automatic stamping in the 
past. 
Already 
plans are being made to 
improve the machine through ad­ 
dition to an electric eye in the i 
gauging mechanism. 
The company’s formula to pre­ 
vent smearing is a secret.

Legislators 
Still 
Minus 
Program for Solving 
Chief Problems 


(By A lveolated P ress) 
COLUMBUS. Jan. 27.—Members 
I of the Ohio legislature who wanted 
! the current session to win a medal 
for speed began to glow skeptical 
today. 
The general assembly enters its 
fourth week minus a tangible pro­ 
gram for solving the state's most 
important problems. 
True, Gov. John W. Bricker sub­ 
mitted some ideas, but only one bill 
has been introduced to carry out 
those recommendations, and It is 
stalled indefinitely. 
The measure, carrying $2,200,000 j 
to reimburse local governments for | 
1940 relief expenditures, was rushed 1 
through the senate and referred a 
week ago to a 
house 
com m ittee1 
which has yet to consider it. 
Only one bill has been enacted, j 
the $76,000,000 partial appropriation 
measure, and the legislators had to 
pass that by Jan. 15 so that they ; 
and state employes could get their 
paychecks on schedule. 
A few bills have been offered to 
help the financially distressed cities 
and counties, which Speaker Wil­ 
liam McCulloch says is the legisla­ 
ture’s greatest concern. None, how­ 
ever, appears to have the adminis­ 
tration’s approval. 
Asked when measures would be 
introduced to carry out the gov­ 
ernor’s suggestions, McCullough re­ 
plied that Republican leaders must 
do a lot of figuring on finances be­ 
fore going into action.

Tile attorney general’s committee on 
administrative procedure, 
appointed

problem, has submitted a majority report recommend­ 
ing a number of positive steps to separate administra­ 
tive and Judicial functions. 
In a minority report, it is argued that the steps 
recommended by the majority don’t go far enough in 
this direction. There is, in other words, an unanimous 
opinion that the streamlined administrative agencies 
embody a distinct threat to the traditional American 
way of dealing out justice, which calls first of all for 
a separation of powers. 
Significantly, the committee members who have 
been studying the problem for two years all agree 
that judicial and prosecutive 
functions should

rules and decisions of certain agencies to review of 
existing etuits.

Rumania’s 
troubles,

If the civil strife reported

FOK THE SAKE OF ARGUMENT 
Sometimes things are said for the sake of argu­ 
ment that would better be left unsaid.

Great Britain because the British hold the key to 
American security. 
Then in the same breath it is 
said that the chances of the British winning are 
50-50 which seems to put this *nation’s security on a 
50-50 basis. 
This is tile same as shouting in a campaign that 
if the people elect John Jones the country will bt1 


ruined, then persuading listeners who took the warn- . 
ing literally that even though John won the election 
everything is going to turn out all right; i. e., it 
would better have been left unsaid in the first place. 
The United States would be favored by successful 
British resistance for the simple reason that British 
collapse would leave it to face alone a formidable 
combination of 
powers 
whose 
spokesman, Adolf 
Hitler, despises it. 
However, to say or to imply that the United States 
has on1y a 50-50 chance of survival because the battle 
of Britain is a tossup is to ignore 
the 
most vital j 
single fact about the modem world—that the United j 
States, whose armament program will reach a climax 
about 1945 Is destined to be the strongest power in 
J existence. 
Whatever happens to today’s belligerents, 
they are exhausting themselves at a terrific rate while 
America is on the verge 
of 
developing the most j 
formidab'e -military 
machine 
in 
history—for to- j 
morrow, 
i 
British resistance to the forces that threaten to j 
make Americans use the r strength is desirable. 
In j 
the sense that it gives the 
United 
States time to 
arm. It even may be imperative. 
But it is not the 
key to the preservation of 
the 
United 
States of, 
America. 
That key is the productive capacity and j 
leadership of the American people.

FLIERS TO LEARN 
IN HIGH ALTITUDE 


Course At Wright Field 
Will Stress Latest 
War Tactics 


DAYTON—Recognizing (the grow­ 
ing importance of substratosphere 
flying modem warfare, the army air 
corps has established a school at 
Wright field to instruct officers in 
technique of lixgh-altitude flight. 
The one-week school is conducted 
by the Wright field aero medical 
research laboratory, under the di­ 
rection of Capt. Otis O. Benson, Jr., 
chief of the laboratory. 
Thirty officers from tactical and 
training centers cf tire air corps 
formed the first class and three 
other classes will be offered in suc­ 
ceeding weeks to other group.-, of 30 
officers each. 
At the end of the 
training, hie 120 officers will go 
back to th,*ir stations and serve as 
instructors to pilots, flying cadets 
and other flying personnel in the 
technique of high-altitude flight. 
Use Oxygen Equipment 
The school, with emphasis upon 
the use of oxygen equipment, is tile 
first of its kind to be conducted by 
the army air corps. 
Wright field officers said that ob­ 
servations from the European war 
indicated a trend toward the upjrer 
levels of tine air by bombers and 
interceptor planes which must fight 
them. 
As a result of the European ex­ 
perience, instructions in the use of 
oxygen equipment and in military 
aerial tactics at high altitudes are 
expected .to become a part of rou­ 
tine air corps training within a 
short time. 
Included in the special “teacher 
training’’ here are demonstrations 
with a 43-toot altitude pressure 
chamber The effects of high alti­ 
tude flight, can be reproduced by a 
process which reduces tile density 
cf air within th© chamber to thai 
of any desired altitude. 
Go Up 38.000 Feet 
These experiments are climaxed 
by a reproduction of an ascension 
to a heignt of 38,000 feet. Members 
cf the classes are subjects and each 
is equipped with oxygen masks and 
oxygen supply equipment. 
The visiting officers also go up in 
groups of IO in a big army bomber 
to altitudes of around 30.000 feet 
for mass tests of the new oxygen 
equipment 
in 
actual 
subsirato- 
spfieie fiis'nt. 
On the ground, lectures are de­ 
livered by Capt. Benson and ether 
officers on such subjects as para­ 
chute escape at high altitude, alti­ 
tude sickness and air sickness, pilot 
fatigue, physical characteristics of 
the atmosphere and physiological 
effects en (i e human b ay. 
Capt. B S. Kelsey, Wright field 
test pilot and engineer who recently 
rt timed from assignment to Lon­ 
don to observe actual air battles, 
reviews existing information on high 
altitude o;; erat ions.

Mr. Ford as league president and 
his national advisory board, girls 
will compete in a separate division, 
while the boys also will have a sec­ 
tion of their own. There will be no 
mixed contests. 
As awards for the national win­ 
ners, Mr. Ford 
revealed 
that 
98 
Good Drivers 
league 
scholarships 
would be presented as follows, with 
identical awards for both the boy 
and 
girl 
divisions: 
First 
prize, 
$5,000 university scholarship; second 
prize, $2,000 university scholarship;
